and having decided, acts an if there nas 
such a word as fail, con never be great. 


Ciesar would never have crossed the Ru- 


bicon, nor Washington the Delaware, hod 
they not fixed their stern gaze on objects 
far beyond tbe perils at their feet. 


Everyone should have a mark in view 


and pursue it steadily. Li.'e is so short we 
cannot accomplish everything. Indeed but 
few can at best accomplish more than one 
thing well, yet there is not one endowed 
with fair or ordinary intellect or capacity; 
but cnu accompliah but one useful import- 
ant, worthy purpose. 


That will, force of purpose, oneness ol 


aim, or invincible determination was re< 
quisite to the success of all '.he great men 
and women whoso names shall forever 
stand a 1 -'ing monument in cur world's 
history. 


Does not the present existence of onr na- 


tion depend upon the efforts of those who 
were determined to conquer and who did 
conquer, in spite of their many trials and 
misfortunes? 


It waa their firm resolve to worship God 


as they chose, and to gain this liberty they 
bore untold suffering. 
Many clouds of 


darkness filled their sky bat at last the sun 
burst forth in all its splendor, and filled 
with gladness their saddened hearts. Their 
purpose was accomplished, and to them 
tyrany and prosecution were no more. 
In 


reviewing the history of the past, in whom 
do we find this trait of character more 
strongly marked than in Demosthenes, who 
succeeded only by peisevefence? 


His first address was ridiculed and inter- 


rupted by the clamors of the audience. 
His feeble, stammering voice, want of 
breath, his ungraceful gestures and con- 
fused sentences, rendered it difficult for 
him to be understood. That his enuncia- 
tion might be loud and full of emphasis, he 
delivered his oration on the sea shore, 
where the w^vea wore violently agitated, to 
accustom himself to the noise and tumult 
of a public assembly. 


To cure himself of stammering he spoke 


with small pebbles in his mouth. Certainly 
that was grit. By untiring perseverence 
he at length accomplished his object and 
beaame the prince of orators. 


Among poets, where do we find a finer 


example of determination than Milton, 


who, 
after the great misfortune of blindness 


overtook him, still strove to benefit man- 
kind and wrote bis ever famed "Paradise 
Last" and "Paradise Regained." 


In the life of Napoleon Bonaparte, while 


w» find much on which we may pass * un- 
favorable 
judgement, yet 
many of bis 


traits of character do we admire. His am- 
bition and will were absolutely boundless. 


The Alps, which stood between him and 


Italy, which he desiied to conquer, had 
seemed impassable barriers to his army, 
but boldly proolaimiog "there are no Alps," 
he compelled (hem to scale tbe lofty mount- 
ain and descend opon his prey. 


His startling achievement more than half 


conquered this country. His greatest bar- 
rier proved a sure means of his victory, 
he forced every circumstance into his favor. 


He rendered great service to France. 


He elevated her, gave scope to her enter- 
prises, developed her resources, amd in- 
spired in her citizens an unknown enthu- 
siasm, and by her enlightened posterity 
should he be judged. 
These were his 


services to France, the return of centralized 
power amid anarchies and discontents and 
laws which successive revolutions have 
failed to destroy, but which shall blaze in 
wisdom throughout successive- generations. 


In this case, as in many other, we find 


that opposition often givea na strength and 
a greater power to overcome resistance. 


Among the names which at this time 


present themselves is the name of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
Born to extreme poverty, nnd 


with fewsr opportunities for cultnry than 
are open to any Russian peasant, he suc- 
ceeded by shaer perseverence and deter- 
mination in making himself a land sur- 
veyor, a lawyer, a statesman and a presi- 
dent. 


Among 
the 
illustrious 
women 
of 


our land whose perseverence and decision 
of character have made them successful, 
the name of Clara Barton stands out 
prominently. 


When the oicil war came she waa at her 


desk, where she remained for many 
months, but never drew pay, refusing 
compensation from a country so imperilled. 
The world does not need to be told bow 
that quiet life was given op for blood and 
carnage. 
For four long years she labored 


at her own expense basil; caring for the

The gondolier took tSte parchment and I 


looked at it with astonishment.. He then 
turned doubtfully toward Maria, but 11 
glance from her soft dark eyeo rc:is- 
sured him, and he set out on his mission. 


With folded arms and a moody brow 


tho artist commenced pacing up anil 
down the large room in the hostelry, 
casting at intervals a scrutinizing glance 
at the young girl, who, now penitent for 
her intended crime, was silently praying 
in a corner. As for Gianettini, he seem- 
ed unable to shake off the strange ascen- 
dancy gained over him by his unknown 
visitor; his habitual effrontery 
failed 


him, and for the first time in his life ha 
dared not break silence. 


An hour passed. 
Then hasty, joyoua 


steps were heard, and Antonio appeared, 
bearing in his hand a bag and a letter. 
The bag contained 000 pistoles, and the 
letter was addressed to the artist and 
prayed him to honor the senator with 
a visit. 
"Take these coins and weigh them," 


said the unknown, as he threw the bag 
toward Gianettini. 


Antonio Barbarigo stood before hia 
ienefactor pale and trembling with joy.

speak, but she clasped the painter's 
land and raised it to her lips.

'ell on it, and Michael Angelo, as he 
Irew her back, turned away to conceal 
lis own emotions. 


Twenty years passed on and found 


Antonio, the once humble gondolier, the 
lappy husband of Maria and general of 
;he Venetian republic. Yet his brilliant 
josition never rendered him unmindful 
of his early life, and his heartfelt grati- 
tude, as well as that of his wife, accom- 
panied Michael Angelo Buonarrotti to 
the end of his days. 


As to the crayon sketch of the miser's 


hand, it was taken from Italy by a sol- 
dier iu Napoleon's army and placed in 
tho Louvre. During the invasion of 1814 
it was unfortunately lost, and so far as 
can be ascertained has never since been 
recovered. The story of its production, 
however, still lingers among the tradi- 
tions of Venice.—M. A. in Chicago Globe.
